I. Call to Order: The meeting was called to order by John Tronson at 10:05 a.m. 


II. Public Comment: There was no public comment. 

III. Meeting Notes: Meeting notes from September 13, 2017 were distributed to the committee for 
review, 

IV. Reports 

A. Staff Report: 

a. Community Public Safety Survey: Morrison distributed a top-line summary of some 
of the results from the public safety survey administered over 60 days, ending Labor Day weekend. She 
indicated that the survey researcher recommended opening it back up for two weeks, to improve the number of 
student responses (there were only 8 students in a universe of over 760 responses, which is only one percent). 
Because students are returning to school, the survey will officially close on Oct 20. Once the final results are 
added, a more formal report will be issued. This will be a good baseline to have to measure changes in 
community perceptions in the future. 

b. Homeless Issues: Morrison said that work continues to identify a potential shelter 
site, and there is a city-owned site that is a possibility on Vermont. That will require collaboration between the 
Mayor’s office and council office to bring to a reality. There is also the possibility of The Dream Center. She 
will report more next month. 

c. Collaborative outreach strategy: Morrsion reported that the first meeting of the E-6 
(Measure H funded) outreach team occurred in the BID office with others involved in outreach on October 10. 
A second meeting is scheduled in two weeks. The BID is attempting to bring everyone together to find a way 
that makes sense to work together. Stephen, the BID’S outreach worker, has proved to be an invaluable asset 
in providing insights into the needs of dozens of homeless individuals living in four targtetted encampment 
areas: Tommy’s, El Centro, Leland Way and Homewood. 


d. Sidewalk vending update: Morrison reported that very little progress is occurring in this 
area. She will be accompanying Chamber representatives to meet with Councilmember Curran Price later in 
the week to express concern from Hollywood on how the delay in passing an ordinance is causing chaos on the 
public sidewalks, especially around Hollywood and Highland. 

e. Tourism District Overlay Zone: Morrison reported on the creation of a Tourism District 
Overlay Zone in the new BID and described the process by which the property owners in that section of the

BID decided to support it. A map was distributed. Carol who was also in that meeting on September 

21 described the discussion that led to support. Morrison also described how decisions will be made, as a new 
committee will be written into the organization’s bylaws which will vest decision-making with a weighted vote 
tied to assessment paid. It will raise $250,000 in the first year, and the inclinations is to put it toward security 
and enforcement. 

[eported that later that day, a group of property owners 
from both BIDs will be meeting with Mayor Garcetti at City Hall. She sought advice from the committee 
relative to the format for their presentation to him and they provided guidance on the problem statement that 
prefaced the agenda. This is what the “statement of the problem” now says: 

Statement of the Problem - Hollywood is less safe than it was three years ago. Though homelessness is 
intense, there are strategies in the works to address this issue. Of greater concern is the increased evidence 
of untreated mental illness, visible sidewalk-level substance abuse, and the surfacing of a criminal 
element that has become emboldened and, in some cases, may be embedded in the homeless population. 

We are seeing fall-out from the unintended consequences associated with criminal justice reform 
(109/47/57) with insufficient social safety net services attached. Legal settlements, intended to safeguard 
the rights of homeless individuals living on our sidewalks, may also be protecting criminal behavior. 
Hollywood’s quality of life - for its citizens and economy - is at stake. 


B. Andrews International Report: Steve HH|distributed a report for the period September 4, 
2017 through October 1, 2017. However, given the lon^nscussion associated with the issues raised in the 
staff report, there was no verbal presentation. 

C. LAPD - Lt. Ling reported on the continued commitment to what they are referring to as 
“HED-Plus” and the daily footbeats that are occurring. Committee members expressed appreciation for the 
changes they are experiencing and the visibility of LAPD. Lt. Ling also provided some input into the agenda 
that was prepared for the meeting with the mayor. Steve Houchin, neighborhood prosecutor, also shared 
some of the issues they are facing with enforcement of 56.11 and how tents are treated on the public right of 
way at this time.

TO: HPOA Board 

I'm preparing talking points for the group who will be meeting with Assemblymember Bloom next 
Thursday. The primary focus of our conversation will likely be the decline in public safety in the neighborhood 
over the past several years (we usually peg this to approx. 2013-14). 

There is a groundswell beginning to take shape, statewide, that the unintended consequences of various 
criminal justice reform measures have left our communities and neighborhoods less safe (hence the irony of 
naming Prop 47 the "Safe Neighborhoods and Schools Act"). Fixing this falls within the realm of the state 
legislature, and after we meet with Richard Bloom, we'll set up a meeting with State Senator Ben Allen (and 
possibly Assemblymember Laura Friedman). 

I am assembling some data for Bloom, and I had one idea: has your property/business/tenant found it 
necessary to increase expenditures for security in the last two to four years? 

I have had several property owners call me this year to express their frustration in having to double or triple 
their security expenses (they know this is not within the purview of the BID — its just a reality) because of 
conditions in the neighborhood. 

If you have any compelling information that I could use in our meeting, please either send me a private 
message or give me a call by Wednesday evening.

ADW synopsis 


Our suspect is a transient by the name of Daniel Jones. His rap sheet including, arrests in April and May 
in the Hollywood Area for being drunk in the public. His prior arrests include burglary 2010 (Palmdale 
Area), theft 2010 (Gardena), Narcotics (West Hollywood), and traffic violations.

These Conditions & Restrictions are hereby incorporated into and made part of the permit granted 
to the undersigned, for the Event to be held on the date/time set forth in the permit application. A 
violation of the terms/conditions provided herein is punishable as a misdemeanor, pursuant 
to Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 103.111, 

1. In order to maximize safety and efficiency, Permitee shall comply with all instructions from any 
involved City, County or State agency (i.e., Police, Fire Department's, Department of 
Transportation, Department of Health & Safety, Sanitation, etc.). 

2. The number and type of participants, vehicles, musical units, floats, marching bands, animals, 
dancing groups, amplified sound, and/or other parade units/elements, shall be limited to the 
following: 

1 Group of approximately (3,500) Participants walking on-foot and (500,000) Spectators; 
1-25 Sound Systems and (1-10) Microphones and (1-20) Speakers; 

1-15 Equestrian Units; 

22 Marching bands consisting of (100-150) Members each; 

2 Marching Bands consisting of 5-10 Members Each; 

8 Floats, 55' Long Self Propelled and Motorized; 

50 Decorated Vehicles/Conveyances; 

1-5 Platforms, Podiums or Stages; 

1-5 Bullhorns; 

3 Prior inspection and approval by the Los Angeles Fire Department (LAFD), Public Safety 
Section, is required for any temporary structure(s), tents, stages, platform(s), podiums, 
electrical equipment, decorated or modified floats or vehicles, and other unusual items, prior to 
the start of the Event . If a pick-up truck, flatbed, or other similar truck is utilized as a podium or 
stage, an LAFD-approved stair-unit enabling the safe access to and from the podium/stage 
shall be provided. The LAFD can be contacted at (213) 978-3645. 

4. The Assembly Area(s), Parade/March Route or Event area, and Disbanding Area(s) shall be 
limited to those locations described on Page one (1) of the Permit Application and/or the 
attached map. 

The Los Angeles Police Department and/or the Los Angeles Department of Transportation 
may make reasonable adjustments to the breadth, width or expanse of any street or roadway 
closure necessary to accommodate the safe and expeditious movement of pedestrian and/or 
vehicular traffic during the Event. 

5. Each Event official, monitor and/or volunteer shall be readily distinguishable during the Event. 
Prior to the Event, all monitors, volunteers, and/or Event officials shall be provided with 
instructions describing their duties, responsibilities and expectations as described in the Permit 
and these Conditions & Restrictions (C&Rs). Each Event official, monitor and volunteer should 
be provided a copy of the Permit and C&Rs. 

6. Participants shall obey all existing laws, rules, regulations and ordinances. 

7. For any partial or full street/lane closures, participants shall consult with the Los Angeles 
Department of Transportation (LADOT). The LADOT can be reached at (323) 913-4655. 

8. If any State Highways are involved, participants shall consult with the California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans). Caltrans can be reached at (213) 697-3631 

9. Participants shall consult with the Los Angeles Bureau of Street Services (BOSS) to ensure all 
necessary traffic control measures and devices have been arranged. The BOSS can be

12. The use of sound amplification devices or amplified sound shall be consistent with applicable 
laws, codes and ordinances regulating such sound. 

13. Parades with reviewing areas shall have a minimum of two event officials present to ensure 
event participants do not spend longer than one minute at each reviewing location. 

14. Prior to the start of the Event, all floats, vehicles, or other moving, stationary or unusual 
apparatus shall be inspected and approved by the Los Angeles Fire Department. 

15. All vehicles utilized during the event shall be operated in a safe manner consistent with 
operational, mechanical, and occupancy/load requirements of the California Vehicle Code. The 
parade shall proceed at a maximum speed of 10 miles per hour; and at a minimum speed of 
one mile per hour. 

16. One designated official shall be in overall charge of the Assembly Area; A minimum of 

ten additional event officials shall be assigned to control the expeditious and safe assembly of 
the Event. 

17. One designated official shall be in overall charge of the Disbanding Area; A minimum of 

ten additional event officials shall be assigned to control the expeditious and safe disbanding 
of the Event, 

18. A minimum of (20-30) officials shall be assigned and stationed evenly along or within the area 
of 

the Event route to ensure orderly and safe conduct during the Event. 

19. Permittee shall provide adequate sanitary facilities (toilets, urinals and sinks) according to 
applicable City or County health and safety regulations. 

20. During the Event, Permittee shall ensure that all medical and water provisions are provided 
consistent with instructions and/or advice from the Los Angeles Fire Department.
